mail is awaiting the arrival of Mr. 
Kriss Kringle. 
If the address of 
cither of these gentlemen could be 
ound it would relieve the dead let- 
er clerks of much trouble. 
During the past ten days, the 
Santa Claus letters have been com­ 
ing into Washington at a tremen­ 
dous rate. 
Boys and girls through­ 
out the country, who wanted to 
get their requests in early, have 
been sending odd little missives to 
their Christmas time benefactor. 
They have sought for him in va 
rious out-of-the-way places, such 
as Toyland, Arctic Circle, Iceland, 
Top of the Chimney, 
and other 
spots supposed to be inhabited by 
the jolly-faced man with a pack 
filled with things to make children 
happy strapped to his back. 
with the first day suggestive of 
winter the letters began to come 
in, and their number has been in­ 
creasing ever since. 
Monday there 
were nearly a thousand of them, 
each telling of the Christmas wish 
of some little boy or girl. 
It is the custom of the postal 
service to have all letters of the 
undeliverahle addresses forwarded 
to the dead letter office. The clever 
clerks there are usually able to find 
the persons for whom these puzzles 
are intended; but tbey have been 
steadily baffled of late.
